Peking, which will take time. Meanwhile 
there will be nothing dotie in Chéogtu, aud

the much-diacussed Peoress did not pat ia 
an appearance ‘nt Buckiogham Palace and 
eo the storm: is blowing over. 

London, Jano 1.—Thé English papers
